Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stale of MRnnesota:

Seerfow 1. That section nine of an act entitled “an Act
in relstion to free schools in the Town of Minneapolis,” Tux.
approved May twenty-third, one thousand eight hundred and
fifty-seven, be amended so a8 to read as follows:—Said Board
of Eduocation are bereby antherized and empowered once in
each year to determine upon and levy a tax upon all the
real and personal property within said town, according to
the valuation of that year, as shall appear upon the Assess-
ment Roll for State and County taxes, for the purpose of
maintaining schools, building and repairing school bouses,
and paying the interest and principal of the debts of said
District, as the samo shall become due, Protided, that the
taxaticn shall not in any year exceed three mills on each Limitation.
dollar of such valuation, unless a proposition to raise a
larger sum be first submitted by said Board to o vote of the Extr tax to be
tax-payers in said town, after at least ten days notice, by ™™
* posting such proposition and the time of voting thercon, in
at least ten public places in said town, and a majority of said
tax-payers voting shall vote for such proposition, when-a tax
may be levied io accordance with such proposition, but in no
case ghall o tax be ruiscd exceeding five mills on each
dollar of such valnation, and all moneys so rajsed by taxe-
tion shall, when collected, be paid to the Board of Education,
and be disbursed under their direction.

Sep, 2. Jection ten of said act shall be omended so as to
read ag follows:—Said tax, when assessed prior to the firgt Ogllection of
day of August, A. D. ope thousand eight hundred and sixty,
shall be collectgd by the collector of taxes, for the town of
Minnespolis, who shall, for the purpose of collecting the
same, be invested with the same power and authority as is
conferred upon the collector of State and County taxes, and
shall, in all matters pertaining to the collection of said taxes,
proceed in the same manner and be governed by the same
laws. But when 2ny tax shall be levied after the first day
of Angust, A, D, one thousand eight hundred and sixty, then
the said Board shall, on or before the first day of Septewber,
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annually transmit to the County Auditor the amount to be
raised for that year, who shall compute the same on the
property returned by the assessor in said town, in the same
manner ag State and County taxes are computed, and said
Ogllection of taxes shall be collected by the County Treasurer in the same
: manner State and County taxes are collected, and the said
Board may at any time before the firat day of September, A,
D. one thousand cight hundred and sixty, transmit to the |
County Auditor, a list of the taxes levied and nncollected,
and said Auditor shall add the same to the taxzes for the next
year, and the County Treasurer shall proceed to collect the
same in the manner prescribed by law for the co]lectwn of
other taxes.
